An official announcement

Austria has now reclaimed 
most 
of the province of Galicia, occupied 
by the Russians early in the war. 
The fall of Lemberg had been ex- 
pected for several days, and was ad- 
mitted in Petrograd to be imminent. 
The Russians are reported to have 
withdrawn most of their forces and 
supplies from the city, which was 
threatened with envelopment by tho 
Austro-German 
armies 
advancing 
from the north and south. 


South of Lemberg, in the Dniester 
region, a strip of Austrian territory 
is still in the hcnds of the Russians. 


The Italian general staff announces

Sev- 
eral tremors after midnight were fol- 
lowed by a severe shock at 10 o'clock 
this morning. 
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El Centro, Cal., June 23.—An earth- 
quake shook up the Imperial valley of 
California last night, killinff fhe per- 
sons. caused duniafic estimated at $1,- 
000,000 in tiie valley's little cluster of 
towns, and left almost unilamaged tht 
great irriijation 
system 
which trans- 
formed the valley from a desert to a 
fertile farming country. 


El Centro sulFered more than any oth- 
er town. The live killed were caught in 
falling walls at Mexicali, just across th« 
border. 
:^lartial law was proclaimed 
there. 


The seismic disturbances, it is be- 
lieved, originated somewhere in the old 
volcano region of the (Jocopah moun- 
tains, the granite backbone of Lower 
California. 
Today the cluster of little 
cities in the Imperial valley are partly 
in ruins. 
Buildings were rent asunder. 
Roar First Warning. 


The roar of the quake 
below the 
border was the first warning the people 
of the valley had. That was about S 
o'clock. 
The first shock was the most 
severe. The others followed. 


After the first 
shock 
the strickeji 
towns were in darkness, except for the 
light furnished 
by 
blazing buildings. 
The greatest confusion reigned every- 
where. 
Ranchers and city resulents who 
hod homes last night, found themtMîlvci 
today in open iiclds, beside roadways Oi- 
irrigation ditchcs. 


As far as can be learned the shockri 
were severest at and below the border. 
The towns of Cnlipatriu ftnd Niland ap- 
pear to have been injured less than tlio 
towns in tîie south end of tlie vallev.

White house oflicials are uninformed, 
first hand, of the plans of importers, but 
from other sources they understand they 
w ould charter steaiuera to bring in goods 
bought or contracted for in Germany 
before Iklarch 1. Much of the merchan- 
dise now is at Rotterdam, it is said, 
and other consignments arc enroute from 
Germany to the Dutch port. 


'^Fifty Millions involved. 


Before June 15, such goods were being 
brought to the United States by special 
permits issued by the British govern- 
ment, but since then no permits have 
been ishsued.

The public 
is warm in its praise of the spirit ot 
fair-mindedness 
and friendship

by the American executive, but the mili- 
tary leaders are somewhat 
careful in 
their comment. 
President Gomez has 
received the following letter on the sub- 
ject from Gen. Eufemio Zapata, brother 
of Gen. Emiliano Zapata. 
It can be 
taken as a sample of what some of th<? 
revolutionaries think in this connection: 


"Cuatla. 
June 
1, 
1915.—Answering 
your 
message 
of today 
referring to 
intervention. I can only say that v.o 
aro Mexicans. 
Tv o times before this 
havo been 
threatened as if wp -.ven 
children. 
I am not sure that you would 
care to make public my ideas about the 
matter. 


"It these northerners do not wish to 
take into consideration our rights as- 
guardians of Mexican soil; if thev deem 
us Aveak and incr.pable of defending our 
bflloved country; if they consider it hon- 
orable to allow a great nation to sink 
?hip like the Lusitania with impunity 
and then to desire to mix in our political 
affairs smply because they are strong, 
then r say let hostilities break out. Let 
thorn bombard our ports with their great 
squadrons, as we have no warships. 
It 
does not matter. 


"Let them send millions of their sol- 
diers. 
WP will fight them onp against 
200. 
But never will fhe Mexican ho 
intimidated by the braggadocio of the 
Yankees. 


"If I compromise myself by these ex- 
pressions. I and my followers accept all 
responsibility. 
Wp will 
answer 
with 
our 
lives if necessary. 
We will go 
against these invaders and drive them 
from Mexico. 


"Our country and history will later 
covrr us with glory for not running a5 
cowards before this powerful nation that 
wishes to crush us for committing no 
greater crime than that of fighting for 
liberty. 
.Although we are incomparably 
-smaller, we are more patriotic. We have 
no arms, nor have WP ammunition, but 
we have breasts wherein to receive bul- 
lets.

T^mberg, capital of Galicia, wag oc- 
cupied by the Russians on Sept. 2, 1014, 
about one month after the outbreak of 
hostilities in the course of early Russian 
drive into Austria. It has therefore, been 
in Russian control for over ten months. 


For the past twenty days, since the 
Austro-Gerraans took Przemysl from the 
forces of Emperor Nicholas, it has been 
the objective of a series of fierce and 
concentrated attacks on the part of the 
Teutonic allies. 
Their success will have 
a far reaching political effect, as the 
driving out of the Russians from Ga- 
licia is counted upon in Berlin to help 
maintain the status quo in the Balkans. 


Early Russian Success. 


The capture of Lemberg was one of 
the earliest important successes of the 
Russians. 
Following it they pushed on- 
ward rapidly through Galicia. 
The high 
water mark of their invasion found al- 
most all the province in their hands. 
They approached within striking dis- 
tance of Cracow, at the western end of 
the province close to the German fron- 
tier; stormed the heights and passes of 
the Carpathian mountains, which sepár- 
ete Galicia from Hungary; and, to the 
east, swept down througli the Crownland 
of Bukowina to the Rumanian frontier. 


All this haa been changed by the 
steady succession of Austro-German vic- 
tories of the last fe%v weeks. The change 
began with the launching of the great 
drive from Cracow eastward. Great num- 
bers of German troops were sent in to 
assist the Austrians, as well as a vast 
amount of field artillery. 
The use of 
artillery by the Teutonic allies has been 
described by correspondents as on a 
scale never before undertaken. Its ef- 
fectiveness was increased by the short- 
age of shells on the part of the Rus- 
sians, which is believed to have con- 
tributed largely to the weakening of 
their resistance. 


Russians Steadily Driven. 


The Austro-German 
armies 
pu-shed 
forward westv.^ard through Galicia, re- 
cnptured Przemysl June 3, 
and 
then 
without pause, struck at Ijemherg, from 
the south and west. 
At no point were 
the Russians able to withstand the ter- 
rifio bombardment djrecteil against their 
positions, and even the line of defenses 
near Grodek, 10 miles west of Lem- 
berg, which 1.S of great natural strength, 
proved to be untenable. 


With Lemberg now in her hands, Aus- 
tria has reclaimed virtually the whole 
pj-ovince of Galicia. 
The fighting in this 
campaign has been of unusual intensity, 
with heavy losses. 
The figures of kill- 
ed. Avounded and captured as given in 
Auslrian. German and Russian official 
statements, run into the hundreds of 
thousands. 


Russia had made plans for permanent 
occupancy of Galicia, bringing in of- 
ficials to set up civil administration in 
the territory as fast as it was taken 
Lemberg wa.s rechristened Lvov, the old 
Russian Polish name. 
The city has a 
population of about 200,000 and was an 
important 
Austrian 
military 
station. 
Although founded in the thirteenth cen- 
tury, it is of modern appearance as is 
known for its modern buildings. 
It is 
protected by outlying forts, although 
its defenses are much inferior to those 
of Przemysl. 


CLAIM SUCCESS ELSEWHERE. 


Russians Make Only Passing Mention 
of Lemberg Operations. 


Petrograd, June 22. (Via I^ondon, June 
23—7:15 A. M.)—Only passing mention 
of the operations in the vicinity of Lem- 
berg is made in an official statement is- 
sued tonight at the Russian war office. 
The assertion is made that desperate at- 
tacks were repulsed and 800 prisoners 
taken near Rawa Ruska, 32 miles north- 
east of the Galician capital. 
The claim 
also iß made by the Russians that they 
liave scored an important victory below 
NijniflT, on the Dniester, after a stubborn 
battle which lasted since the 15th. More 
than thirty-five hundred prisoners were 
captured and Cossacks are said to be 
in pursuit of the fleeing Austrians. An- 
other Russian success with the capture 
of one thousand 'more prisoners is re- 
ported near the Bukowina border. 


ITALIANS REPORT GAINS. 


Now Engaged in Violent Bombardment 
of Malborgetb. 


Geneva, June 23.—(Via Paris, 5:15 
A. M.)—A Tribune dispatch ftom Lai- 
bach says: 


"The Italians have gained possession 
of all the positions defending Malborgeth 
after a fierce struggle against the Aus- 
trians, particularly the Honved detach- 
ments, which displayed great tenacity. 
The Italians now are violently bombard- 
ing the city. 


"Arrival of Austrian 
reinforcements 
stopped the Italian advance at Caporet- 
to, but they havs not gone back acros.-» 
the Isonzo. 


'"^Piirty thousand Austrian» w^ho de- 
bouched from the Ternova forest are 
marching against poBitions north of Go- 
rizia. 


"Southwest of Flitsch, strong Aus- 
trian forces sought to drive back the 
Italians, who gave way before superior 
numbers and' retired as far as the fron- 
tier, where they concealed theraselves in 
a forest and allowed the Austrians to 
pass. 
When 
the Austrians were in- 
stalled in Italian positions, the Italians 
opened a murderous machinergun 
fire, 
killing over 400 of their adyeriaries and 
forcing the rest out of their positions/'

Berlin, June 23.—iBy Wireless to Say- 
ville.)—The Overseas News agency to- 
day gave out the following : 


"A message

rived at Stavanger, reports that several 
Zeppelins, on the night between Tues- 
day and Wednesday (probably June 15- 
16,) dropped many bombs on the Arm- 
strong works at South, Snields, England, 
which destroyed the 
navy yards and 
arsenal. 
Several buildings burned ail 
night. 
The damage wa.s enormous. Sev- 
enteen persons were killed and forty 
injj^-ed. 


The foregoing evidently refers to the 
raid of Zeppelins 
over 
the northeast 
coast of England on Tuesday night oi 
last week. 
The British censorship pre- 
vented the publication oi details of tliis 
raid, and there has been no previous in-

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The Indianopolis 
Indictments 


The Marion county grand jury's indictment of more than one 
^iiundred Indianapolis men—some of them conspicuous figures in 
•¡state and national politics—very naturally creates a sensation of first 
^ank. The allegation that scores of men of more or less prominence 
Viat the Indiana capital have been leagued in a conspiracy to commit 
:ifelonies in elections and that they have been guilty of a violation of 
'•many election laws is a charge not to be passed over lightly or re- 
;Sgarded as a joke. Coming as it does so soon after the conviction of 
•jthe Terre Haute election crooks, the action of the Indianapolis grand 
^ury is bound to be invested with added impressiveness. 


The public, however, is not yet in possession of the basis for the 
¡charge against the Indianapolis men. During the progress of the 
^^erre Haute cases there were vague nimors of election irregulari- 
ties involving other citics in the state, and hints that action was 
?hortly to be expected upon them. One apparently significant fact in 
ji'he Indianapolis cases, however, should not be overlooked. It is ad- 
mitted that a brief of the evidence on which the present indictments 
•were returned was presented to the federal grand jury, but that 
Ibody did not indict. Whether it believed there was no basis for ac- 
tion, or whether it regarded the cases as of purely state jurisdiction 
5s, of course, not kno^^^2. At anjr rate, no charges were forthcoming 
from the federal panel. 


Many of the more prominent men under the present charges have 
already made emphatic denial of guilt, asserting that the indictments 
are the fruits of malicious activity on the part of certain "interests," 
and that trial of the cause will bring ample vindication to the men 
^ow accused, 
"Whether this contention is to be borne out remains, 
<)f course, to be seen. Mere sensational rumor and suspicion will not 
Sustain the charges that have been made, yet it is inconceivable that 
iany prosecutor would urge grand jury action in the absence of what 
^ e believed to be sufficient evidence to wan-ant it. If these men are 
^'guilty, punishment swift, certain and ample is their desert. To es- 
''tablish this contention is the job Prosecutor Rucker has assumed. 
'."Until he-has done so, however, it is but fair, as Mayor Bell remarks, 
l^hat the public suspend judgment until the facts are fully known. 


The post of the Grand Army of the Republic at ShelbyviUe has 
ijduly executed a will in which it bequeaths the post's property to the 
•fcamp of the Sons of Veterans in that city. The incident serves to re- 
jicall again the pathos of the passing of the veterans of the civil war. 
Steadily thinning ranks, fewer marches and fewer marchers, after- 
lnoon instead of evening sessions tell of the burden age is placing on 
ijthe shoulders of the soldiers of fifty years ago. Yet they are facing 
"the sound of "taps" with the same courage that characterized their 
/active years, and enshrined in the love and gratitude of a patriotic 
^people which delights to honor the living and pays unfailing tribute 
^o the memory of the dead. 


On a single afternoon more than a dozen women flocked to the 
Indianapolis jail to shower their advilation and sympathy on a man 
flocked up on the charge of bigamy. It is clear that having more wives 
(than the law permits does not lower the man's popularity among a 
certain type of the gentler sex, but happily they do not constitute 
the standard by which womanhood is to be judged. The often-noted 
hero worship of the man accused of crime is one of the psycological 
mysteries that has successfully baffled both human comprehension 
and human solution.

Their union was de- 
scribed as "perfect," and it seemed to 
be their hope that they would give to 
the world a "perfect" type. 
Last July 
a son was born. On Thursday the wife 
and mother was found drowned at Nan- 
tucket beach. 
Suggestions 
that she 
might have been overcome by heart fail- 
ure while bathing have brought a re- 
markable statement from the husband 
in which he repels the idea that there 
was "a horrid accident" and explains 
that he is certain his wife's "tremend- 
ously tragic and beautiful fate" was 
simple suicide. 


According to his detailed statement 
she discovered, after the birth of the 
boy, that her ideas of diet were mis- 
taken and. altered them. 
The change 
affected, her health and she began to 
worryylest she should not be a "perfect" 
mother and thereby endanger the per- 
fc«(ilion of the child, 
"Like 
Nietsche. 
she had a contempt for mediocrity," he 
says, 
"She imderwent a continual men- 
tal torture of remorse for having, as 
she considered, bungled her work by 
allowing herself to get ill. Feeling that 
her life as a mother, the most impor- 
tant thing in the world, had not been 
perfect, she was absolutely heartbroken 
and felt that the only thing to do was 
to commit suicide. 
Our life together 
had been a beautiful comradeship and 
has now had a tremendously tragic and 
beautiful end." 


Tremendously silly would be the bet- 
ter phrase. Tt was simply another case 
of mistaking eccentricity for genius, of 
erratirism for wisdom, of weak minds 
dazzled by new vagaries. 
Advanced 
thought is perilous to those who are

PROHIBITION NEARER.

By its decision in Kentucky cases in- 
volving the Webb-Kenyon law the Uni- 
ted States supreme court brought na- 
tional prohibition a step nearer.

^^Tiile the court did not touch upon 
the constitutionality of the law which 
President Taft vetoed as 
unconstitu- 
tional and which congress passed over 
his veto, it did practically nullify the 
Btatvie when it ruled that liquor may 
be shipped into dry territory for pri- 
vate consumption. 
A case based upon 
importation of liquor for sale would in- 
volve the constitutionality of the stat- 
ute. 


The opinion of the supreme 
court 
very likely means the re-opening of the 
fight in congress for national prohibi- 
tion. The abolition of the liquor trai- 
nee is already decreed in public opinion. 
It is only a question of time in mak- 
ing that opinion effective. The snpremR 
court decision only brings that time 
nearer by making the public more de- 
termined.

DEATH AND FIRE FOLLOW. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Juno 23.—Reports 
of three severe earthqtiake shocks which 
resulted in the death and injury of at 
least 15 per.sons and considerable prop- 
erty loss by fire last night in several 
cities of the imperial valley covering 
several hundred square miles were re- 
ceived here today. 
Telephone and tele- 
graph communication was 
interrupted 
and information from the stricken dis- 
trict is meagre. 


The greatest damage was at Calexico 
on the jMexican border line, where the 
loss of life occin-red. 


Farly reports from there stated that 
the town had been destroyed by fire, 
but telephone employes at lilcentro who 
talked over a wire, reported that fires 
Avere confined to three buildings.

Two shocks were reported from Yuma, 
Ariz., at the same time, and San Diego 
and San Bernardino also were visited 
by two slight shocks. 


Heber, a railroad town five miles west 
of FIcentro, was reported by fire. At 
Imperial several buildings were cracked 
and the wall of one fell in, but no in- 
juries resulted. The telephone operators 
there also fled from their building, 


MARTIAL LAW DECLARED. 


Calexico, Cal., June 23.—Martial law 
has been declarwl in Mexicali, Méx., just 
across the border line, following a reign 
of terror in both towns, resulting from 
three earth()uake shocks last night. Re- 
ports of at least twelve dead and many 
injured were brought here early today 
by refugees from the ]\iexican city. 
Most of the buildings there are in ruins 
and hundreds are sleeping in the open.

NO SURPRISE IN LONDON. 


Fall of Lemberg 
Was 
Regarded as 
Question Only of Days. 


London, June 23—(12:10 p. ni.)—The 
statement from the Austrian headquar- 
ters that Lemberg had fallen before the 
advance of the forces of Austria and 
Germany was received in London with- 
out surprise. 
It was known that the 
Germanic allies were within 
artillery 
range of the Galician capital, and cap- 
itulation was regarded as a question 
oidy of days. 
Nothing has been heard 
as yet from Petrograd, but there is no 
disposition to doubt the accuracy of the 
Austrian claim. 


Petrograd does, hoAvever, claim a vic- 
tory on tlie river Dniester resulting in 
heavy losses in prisoners and munitions 
to the Austro-Germails, and partial con- 
firmation 
is given this claim by the 
Austrian oflicial accoimts of the stand 
made hi this neighborhood by the Rus- 
sians Avhich enabled them to AvithdraAV 
in good order. Other evidence of the or- 
derly retirement of the Russians is the 
Austrian report that the armies of the 
central empires captured very few guns, 
the Russians having AvithdraA\-n their 
artillery previous to 
the 
stubbornly 
fought rear guard actions. 


In the Dardanelles, the British report 
the recapture of a trencli forming a 
dangerous salient on tlieir line, after it 
had been taken by the Turks in a coun- 
ter-attack.

The Indiana public service commission 
has notified the board of county commis- 
sioners that it has ordered the Grand 
Rapids & Indiana railroad and Allen 
county to separate grades at the crossing 
ot the railway and the Goshen road in 
Washington 
township, 
north of 
Fort 
Wayne, and that the work must be com- 
pleted by June 1. 1916. This will be ef- 
fected by the building of a subway for 
construction of which the state commis- 
sion furnishes some imperative details. 
The subway must have a vertical clear- 
ance of twelve feet, a width of thirty- 
six feet and its approach must not have 
a gradiepi of exceeding 5 per cent.

New Business-Aid Service 
Recently Started by 
Uncle Sam. 


Washington, D. C., June L..—The lat- 
est business aid service instituted by 
the government is a Avood waste ex- 
change, conducted by the forest serv- 
ice of the Department of Agriculture. 


Twice a month the 
exchange sends 
out a circuhir headed, "Opportunities to 
Buy Waste," containing the names and, 
addresses of factories 
having 
wasto 
wood tor sale, with exact information 
as to species, sizes, forms and quanti- 
ties. 
Similarly, another circular gives 
the specific requirements of wood usinrf 
plants which desire to buy waste mater- 
ial. 


One of the first waste problems solv- 
ed was that of a furniture maker in 
Michigan who wrote the forest service 
asking how to dispose of sugar maple 
blocks and sticks which had been cut off 
in tlie process of furniture making and 
which he had to sell merely 
as fuel. 
Samples were obtained from him and 
the forest service then located a scrub- 
bing brush manufacturer who used tlis 
small maple blocks for brush backs. 


The result was that the furnituremaker 
was enabled to sell his waste at a much 
higher price than it had brought as fire- 
wood. while the brush maker was cn-s 
abled to buy brush back material in 
suitable sizes at a much lower figure 
than it had been costing him.

What Does It Cost ? 


T 


h e average user of electricity imfortiinately does 
not have a clear idea of the cost of operatiup; an 
electrical device. The majority know that their 
current costs them so much per unit and perhaps 
know that this unit is the kilo watt hour. They do not 
know except by experience how much a kilo watt hour 
represents and are therefore unable to deteiinine the cost 
of using an electrical device. 


The kilo watt hour is used in the same way that the 
pound, gallon, or cubic foot is used, and represents a 
definite quantity. The word kilo means one thousand so 
that kilowatt hour is one thousand watt hours. It repre- 
sents the product of the wattage by the time in houi's, i. e. 
1,000 watts used one hour, 500 watts used two hours, or 
100 watts used 10 hours. All electric lamps and appliances 
are plainly marked giving the watts used. This figure 
multiplied by the length of time in hours and divided by 
1,000 will give the number of units or kilowatts hours used 
This figure multiplied by the rate will give the cost in dol- 
lars and cents. By means of the above explanation we 
trust that our consmners will be enabled to deteimine tho 
cost of operation of any devi 
.

the indictment returned by the Marion 
county grand jury yesterday. 


The federal grand jury indicted Rob- 
erts and his followers for conspiracy to 
commit a fraud against the federal gov- 
ernment and, although a brief of 
thu 
evidence obtained by republican leaders 
here was presented to the federal grand 
jury and many witnesses were examin- 
ed, no indictment was returned. 


Twenty-Three on Jury. 


There were twenty-three men on the 
federal grand jury and they spent sev- 
eral 
days 
investigating 
the 
alleged 
frauds in Indianapolis. 
These men were 
familiar with the Terre Haute situation, 
liaving heard 
the 
testimony 
of 
more 
than 400 witnesses and having returned 
the indictments 
against 
Roberts and 
others. 


A t the time the 
Roberts indictment 
was returned there was talk of a con- 
spiracy 
covering Indianapolis, 
Evans- 
ville and other cities, as w^ell as Terre 
Haute, but the federal grand jury was 
unable to return any indictments out- 
side of those aflFecting the Terre Haute 
situation. 
District Attorney Dailey as-

The Indianapolis Indictments 


The Marion county grand jury's indictment of more than one 


Hundred Indianapolis men—some of them conspicuous figures in 


•fetate and national politics—very naturally creates a sensation of first 
frank. The allegation that scores of men of more or less prominence 
i-at the Indiana capital have been leagued in a conspiracy to commit 
'JKelonies in elections and that they havo been guilty of a violation of 
••Snany election laws is a charge not to be passed over lightly or re- 
garded as a joke. Coming as it does so soon after the conviction of 
tybe Terre Haute election crooks, the action of the Indianapolis grand 
'•{jury is bound to be invested with added impressiveness. 


The public, however, is not yet in possession of the basis for the 


(charge against the Indianapolis men. During the progress of the 
^Terre Hants cases there were vague rumors of election irregulari- 
WeB involving other cities in the state, and hints that action was 
•Shortly to be expected upon them. One apparently significant fact in 
'the Indianapolis cases, however, should not be overlooked. It is ad- 
mitted that a brief of the evidence on which the present indictments 
Vere returned was presented to the federal grand jury, but that 
Ibody did not indict. Whether it believed there was no basis for ac- 
tion, or whether it regarded the cases as of purely state jurisdiction 


< 
is, of course, not known. At any rate, no charges were forthcoming 
'from the federal panel. 


Many of the more prominent men under the present charges have 


•(already made emphatic denial of guilt, asserting that the indictments 
'are the fruits of malicious activity on the part of certain "interests," 


' .-tend that trial of the cause will bring ample vindication to the men 


mow accused. "Whether this contention is to be borne out remains, 
i'jof course, to be seen. Mere sensational rumor and suspicion mil not 
jjsustain the charges that have been mfl.de, yet it is inconceivable that 
any prosecutor would urge grand jury action in the absence of what 
Qie believed to be sufficient evidence to warrant it. If these men arc 
Vjguilty, punishment swift, certain and ample is their desert. To. es- 
'Itablisb. this contention is the job Prosecutor Rucker has assumed 
'pntil tie has done so, however, it is but fair, as Mayor Bell remarks, 
ijthat the public suspend judgment until the facts are fully known.

Tho abolition of tho liquor traf- 
fice is already decreed in public opinion, 
ft. is only a question of time in mak- 
ing that opinion effective. The supreme, 
court decision only brings that time 
nenrer by making the public more de- 
termined.

EMBROIDERY is the lure of 
^* summer days and the house- 
keeper who looks forward to the 
long afternoons to replenish her 
napery will welcome this center- 
piece and doily set of white linen. 


A round thread linen, the wider 


material cuts to the most economi- 
cal advantage, is the best fabric for 
this set. It may be purchased at 
any general store and should be 
shrunk and pressed before being 
stamped. 


To prepate the stamped pieces 


for embroidery, baste each edge 
firmly on 
rtrong 
cotton cloth, 


leaving about a six-inch border. 
Adjust the part to be embroidered 
to the hoops, drawing the material 
rather tight. 
Wrinkles arc the 


enemies' of good embroidery. Pad 
the leaves with a smooth finished, 
medium-sized embroidery cotton, 
then work the design carefully over 
and over, taking care to adhere to 
uniformity in the stitches a« well 
as the- design. 


In the scallops the buttonhole 


stitch is employed. These stitches 


are made in the hand. It is wiser to 


make the design first, then rip the 


cotton cloth off and embroider the 


scallops last. 
After 
padding the 


scallops as the leaves arc padded 


the needle should be drawn up and 


down just over the farthest line 


and brought v.p in front of the near- 


er line.

angles to the direction of the curv- 


es in the scallop nr.c is working.

1,000 watts used one hour, 500 watts used two hours, or 
100 watts used 10 hours. All electric lamps and appliances 
are plainly marked giving the watts used. This figure 
multiplied by the length of time in hours and divided by 
1,000 will give the number of units or kilowatts hours used 
This figure multiplied by the rate will give the cost in dol- 
lars and cents. By. means of the above explanation we 
trust that our consumers will be enabled to determine the 
cost of operation of any devi ^
